This was ane of the main topics in 
a lecture given to the Technical 
Science Club of the Edmonton Tech- 
nical School, 


by A. F. Lehmann, pro- 


Professor Lehmann told of .the first 
site for sugar being in Indid and Siam, 
and how it was later taken to Great 
Britain where it was at first used as 
a drug. Why it was used this way 
and the quantity consumed at each 
doge is not known; he sald. A large 
cargo in those days ‘gonsisted of fifty 
tons sold at forty-three cents a pound, 

The speaker dercribed the sugar as 
being stored in the stem’ of the plant, 
which was similar to the Indian corn. 
The plant has no seed but is sprouted 
with slips from the cane. It is har- 
vested yearly and Dr. Lehmann said 
the sugar from the beet, the maple 
tree and the cane were just the samé, 
the only difference being in the purl- 
tles. He mentioned that the impurl- 
tles in the maple cugar were pleasing 
to the taste, but those in the-beet 
the

cane were nasty. Thus great 
pains had to be taken in the refining 
of these sugars, especially in the case 
of the beet.

Hatching With the Incubator 


Intelligent Handling is Needed to 
' Secure Best Results 
When using an ineubator for the 


first time, one is fortunate if a high, 


percentage hatch is secured, as ex- 
perience is needed to be able to fol- 
low even the clearest directions in 
work of this sort. Exhibition Cireu- 
lar oN. 2 of the Experimental Farms, 
recommends a well ventilated cellar 
with a fairly even temperature as’a 
good location for the machine. — Ih 
any case, 
dyaughts should be. avoided, It is 
also important, if one has not a sult- 
able cellar, that the machine should 
stand on a floor that does not vibrate 
when- walked upen. To get satisfac- 


tory results it is’ necessary to have 


the conditions right in relation ‘to 
heat, moisture, cooling, turning and 
testing. The circular to which refer- 
ence is made, “Artificial Incubation,” 
and obtainable from the Publications 
Branch, déals\ with these points .and 
shows by illustrations and contrast 
pictures, suitable and unsuitable types 
of eggs for hatching.’. .An essential 
point brought out is that the eggs for 
hatching should be secured from vig- 
orous well-bred stock. With such 
eggs a modern incubator should be de- 
pended upon, if properly handled, to 
.| yleld a good proportion of chicks from 
the eggs entrusted to it.

I"; is becoming daily more important that the public 
in a country of such vast extent and small popula- 
tion as Canada should thoroughly appreciate the im- 
portance of the maintenance of an adequate railway 
system whereby the producer may reach his markets. 
lt is obvious that the very extent of the country and 
its scanty population make this maintenance very 
costly. ntil such time as the population increases 
by immigration to the extent that the traffic on the 
railroads is heavy enough to enable them to reduce 
assenger and freight rates, and yet meet expenses, 
t is impossible for rates to come down without seri- 
ous loss of efficiency. Those who demand such reduc- 
tions and even expect the rates to return to the 
standard of ten years and more ago do not seem 
to realize that unavoidable expenditures have risen 
henomenally of late years in practically every direc- 
ion, giving the railroa’s ‘a stiff grade to surmount 
before they can pay operating expenses, compared 
to which such expenditures were formerly a ievel 
track. 

This is especially true of railroad equipment, the 
cost of which fs almost all cases has doubled or even 
trebled. It is true that the quality of equipment has 
improved during the seventeen years covered in the 
above diagram. public has demanded improved 
service such as could only be given by improved equip- 
ment and the railways must pay acanemingiy.

There 
law and order is administered and en- 
forced by the proper authorities, and, 
where life is not s0 dependent ‘on the 
services of the horse, it is looked upon 
as an ordinary case of theft, and is 
punished as cuch.” 

“But why,” she added, “should peo- 
ple take the law in thelr own hands? 
Why not let the proper authorities ad- 
minister the lew aad punish for 
crimes?” 

“It Is because of the difficulties of 
administering the law in large unset- 
tled territories that the people, feel- 
ing the lack of protection, talee the law 
into their own hands and deal sum- 
harily in handing out what justice is 
due, according to their common code, 
to horse thieves and other offenders,” 

“IT don't know, ‘Mr. MacRae, but it 
seems to me that laws of that kind, 
and enforced in that way, would be 
in many cases drastic and unjust. So}. 
many might be wrong'y accused, and 
innocent people suffer punishment and, 
perhaps death, without a chance of 
proving their innocence.” 

“What you say is quite true,” Miss 
Fraser, “To those of us, who are 
protected, and are accustomed to the 
ordinary procedure of law in such 
eases, the punishment may seem 
drastic and unjust. But, on the other 
hand, to those who live surrounded 
by the dangers of an unsettled coun- 
try, remote from the proper adminis* 
tration of law and order, it seems to 
them to be the only effective way of 
handing out swift justice to a danger: 
ous class of criminals.” 

“But, Mr, MacRae, are we not re- 
sponsible for endangering the lives of 
those “horse rustlers” in cutting loose 
and driving their horses away last 
night? Don’t we leave them to perish 
on the open prairie with no means o¥ 
getting back to safety? If they should 
perish on the prairie, would we not 
be held responsible for their death?” 

“In doing that we are guilty of no 
offence against the law. Those men 
are outlaws. They are not only guilty 
of horse stealing, but also of the more 
seyious crime of kidnapping. To 
avoid capture they would, without a 
moment's hesitation, have committed 
murder. In attempting to escape 
from them tney Would have shot you. 
Had we not rescued you by strategy 
they would have shot ug if we had 
made the attempt in the open.”
